There are frequent sights ou the 


couutry roads of uieii, women and 
children staggering along under loads 
of household effects. The refugees are 
hungry, but not starving. The Ameri- 
can officials are issuing rice to them 
for their present needs. 


Many of the refugees tell of being 


forced to give np their supplies to the 
insurgent army. They are afraid to 
return to the enemy's lines on ac- 
count of the possible attacks. 


The insurgent government is to is- 


sue an order for all military forces to 
discard their uniforms and wear or- 
dinary white in order to deceive our 
army.

Produced by Over-Zetl In Pursuit of Uealtli 


and Food Fads. 


A wise person observes with much 


truth that the health and food fads 
of the day are producing their legiti- 
mate results. 
Over-zeal in their pur- 


suit was to be expected, and it exists 
to the extent that physicians have ac- 
tually found a scientific name for a con- 
dition which arises from fear of food. 
It is not exactly a disease, but its effect 
speedily becomes harmful if the condi- 
tion continues. It seems desirable to 
avoid too much thought over what one 
eats. If certain general principles of 
hygenic food are observed a healthy 
appetite and a relish for the viands set 
before one may be trusted. 
It does 


not need any conversation on mental 
science to discover that if we make up 
our minds something will disagree with 
us, it will. 
Undoubtedly the reason 


that children can eat things that older 
people cannot, is that they eat them 
without a thought of trouble, and, bar- 
ring some unusual discretions, there is 
none. This, of course, is not a plea 
for the pendulum to slip too far the other 
way, 
but merely one more caution that 


in the food fads, as in every other de- 
velopment of this investigating age, 
there is need for sanity and poise.

Moii»tr«u» Scrap Book. 


What is beyond doubt the largest 


serapbook in the world has Just been 
completed for Dr. Peter Fahmcy, of 
Chicago. 


The book, which weighs a trifle over 


1,200 pounds, is full bound, with mar- 
ble edges. It is a handsomely finished 
blank book magnified many times. The 
boards are fifty inches from top to 
bottom and thirty inches wide. 
The 


book measures from outside hubs to 
front of board forty-two aud one-half 
inches: the hubs are one and seven- 
eighths inches high: the title panels 
are nine aud seven eighths by twenty- 
four and five-eighths iuches. The side 
covers 01' the book have suukeu panels 
five-eighths, of an inch deep . The back 
of tbe book contains 1.000 leaves, but 
every tenth leaf has been cut out, 
leaving the stub two inches wide in 
order to allow for the pasting. 


The boards are made up of trunk 


boards combined with wood, and are 
split like ordinary blank book boards; 
the flap has a stlffener of iron, and tbe 
back is made of steel and tnrboard. 
The material used in the book is as 
follows: Three side cowhide, one bun- 
dle No. 6 trunk board, one bundle No. 
11', 2(K:-$8, cloth board; one bundle 
strnwbonrd for hubs; six medium tar- 
boards for back; for end papers twelve 
sheets marbled paper and two yards of 
cloth. 


Printing With Mo»»bl» Typ<">.

Fruit Growing on Hill 


Some of the best fruit in all sections 


of the country comes from the hill dis- 
tricts, 'where both climatic conditions 
and soil seem to promote certainty of 
crop and fine quality of fruit. Hills 
bordering running water have rich sur- 
face soil, with porous subsoil resting 
on lime rocks that are slowly disinte- 
grating, and a natural drainage. But 
location, however good, is not suffi- 
cient. 
Orcharding requires diligent, 


patient work, knowledge of when, why 
and how to spray and how to secure 
protection from enemies. Never allow 
trees to bear fully. Thinning is one qf 
the best possible practices, thereby get- 
ting less fruit, but by far better grade.

Uprooting; Apple Trees. 


If an apple tree becomes unthrifty, 


or if for any other reason it is neces- 
sary to displace it In the orchard, it 
should not be- cut down to leave its 
stump an obstruction for many years 
before it rots out. A little digging at 
each side will bring the spade to roots 
that support it. If these are cut and a 
stout rope or chain is hitched to the 
top of the tree, it may be easily tilted 
over, using the axe to cut other roots 
as the tree bends slowly to the earth. 
Then after getting the tree out, a wa- 
gonload of soil and sods from the road- 
side will make good land where the 
tree had been. 


Taboo a Shabby Flower. 


A shabby plant should never retain 


a prominent position. 
Under condi- 


tions where it fails it will not again 
resume its beauty, and 
the proper 


course is to promptly dismiss it and 
replace it with another that is suitable. 
A fine plant 
of chrysanthemum or 


azalea, or gloxinia or begonia or any 
other in full bloom may be desirable 
for a time while in perfection, but as 
soon as its glory is passed let it be 
set aside.

be pretty comfortable resorts it it were 
not for tlieir extreme remoteness and 
for the bad baLn the rats and the crabs 
there have acquired of climbing the 
trees, and making tnemseives pernic- 
iously active sn other surprising direc- 
tions. 
Mr. Darwin gajd that he dida't 


believe crabs could e'lsab trers, but Mr, 
Darwin had never lived on the Christ- 
mas Islaixje, and unhappily did not 
live to read the report that has just , 
been issued, with all due formality, by i 
the Government of Her Majesty Queea 
Victoria. 


Ii is a sisterly interest that the Queen j 


takes in these two islands off the south- i 
era coast of Sumatra, for these little 
dots on the map have a monarch of 
, 


their own. King George Clunies-Ross j 
III. 
The Queen has made a practice 


of sending a commissioner to visit her 
brother monarch cnce a year, and, ac- 
cording to the report of the latest visit, 
the labor problem recently has been 
more troublesome than usual, owing 
to the fact that the phosphate beds are 
v.-orked by Bantamese coolies, fourteen 
in all, who are such a bad lot that it 
requires the entire supply of native Co- 
cos, seventeen in all, to keep the Ban- 
tamese working, one Cocos being told 
off to watch one Bantamese, with three 
left over for emergencies. 
Just why 


the Cocos natives are not set to work 
in place of the Bantamese is not exact- 
ly "apparent, except that they are said 
to Tje rather stupid, and, like the in- 
habitants of Pitcairn Islands, are de- 
generating; one indication of the de- 
generacy, according to Her Majesty's 
commissioner, being the preference of 
Cocos women for European medicines, 
with which they dose themselves quite 
regardless of the nature of their ail- 
ments.. It is also reported that on 
days when the water is smooth the 
women spend the whole day gazing at 
their reflections on its surface, and get 
lost in admiration, although the com- 
missioner does not report that they 
have any especial excuse for this con- 
duct on the ground of extreme beauty. 


Unhappily, the commissioner did not 


Bee auy of the Cocos crabs actually en- 
gaged in climbing trees, but there was 
BO much testimony to that effect that 
be had no doubt about it. 
Another 


flueer custom of one variety of the Co- 
cos crab is to march down to the mar- 
gin of the sea in December or Janu- 
ary, the entire crab population of«ihe 
island going down in procession, which 
lasts for fifteen days. 
The female de- 


posits her eggs, and, then the proces- 
sion faces about and marches back, ex- 
tending its return over another fifteen 
days. 
When the eggs are hatched, the 


young crabs likewise form in line and 
move uphill. 


The other variety of crab, which, is a 


big land crab, has for an enemy the 
COPOS rat before mentioned. 
The crab 


carries an oil sac under his tail which 
te esteemed as a special luxury by the 
fat, and many and gallant are the 
fights that take place, for while the 
young crabs are not a match for the 
rat,-the. old crabJa, on the other hand, 
too much for him, and' when you get a 
crab at jubt the right age there is a 
fight worth seeing. 


The big rat is the bane of King Ross's 


domains, and it is said that if it were 
cot for dogs the houses on the islands 
would not be habitable. 
In the sim- 


ple language of the commissioner, this 
devastator has "reddish brown hair, 
deepening into black, with half-white 
tail, which retires by day under stones 
end rocks, and comes out at night to de- 
vour everything it can get hold of." 
The commissioner adds: 
"As their 


number has increased, and the difficulty 
of obtaining food has increased also, 
tney have adapted themselves to cir- 
cumstaiices by climbing the fruit trees 
for food. 
An attempt to grow Indian 


corn was frustrated by this pest," The 
commissioner who visited the islands 
in 1897 reported that he was consider- 
ably startled at dinner one day by a 
commotion in the cocoa palms outside 
the window, but discovered that it was 
due to a fight up in the branches be- 
tween a rat and a bat. A group of 
dogs, who had learned by experience 
that one of the combatants would pres- 
ently tumble to the ground, were wait- 
ing expectantly underneath.

be no interference 
and 


walk briskly in the centre, you will 
lind that before you have gone a hun- 
dred yards you will have veered very 
much to one side. You must not make 
auy conscious effort, of course, to keep 
to the centre, or you may do it; but if 
you will think of something, and en- 
deavor to walk naturally, it is a hun- 
dred to one you cannot kee>p a direct 
line. 


The explanation of this lies In the 


peculiarity of one foot to walk faster 
than the other. Or, to be mor6 cor- 
rect, perhaps it should be said that 
one leg takes a longer strid? than the 
other, and this, 
combined with the 


quicker movement, causes o*ie to walk 
more to one side than the ofier. 


It is well known, for instance, that if 


one IB lost in the woods, thi* tendency 
is to walk in a circle and eventually 
to return to about the. starring point. 
This demonstrates the fact also that 
one foot walks faster than the other. 


You can try an interesting experi- 


ment in this way it you will place two 
stakes In the lawn about eight feet 
apart, and then stand off about, sixty 
feet, allow yourself to be bMndfoldorl, 
and endeavor to walk between them. 
You will find it an almost Impossible 
laek, because one foot will go a bit 
faster than 
the other, either 
to the 


right or left. Now, which one of your 
feet walks faster than the other?

Hovr Fialies Breathe. 


Fishes breathe, as is well known, 


says Ulric Dahlgren in the Princeton 
Bulletin, by passing a stream of water 
through the oral 
cavity, in at the 


mouth and out by two lateral openings, 
the gill clefts. This is accomplished by 
a rnythmic motion, plainly visible, the 
nature of which, however, has never 
been 
accurately described, our besi 


:ext-books of ichthyology calling it 
"swallowing," "an act 
similar 
to 


swallowing," &c. 


Thp writer's discovery of two mem- 


branous valves ju&t inside tlio teeth 
hat, made possible the following con- 
ception of 
the breathing 
of teleotst 


fishes. 


The construction and operation of the 


fish's apparatus is that of a perfect 
two-valve 
pump. In such a pump 


there must be a chamber which pos- 
sesses two openings, each guarded by 
a valve. The forces necessary to oper- 
ate such a structure are three (or six) 
in number: First, a force so applied 
as to alternately contract and expand 
the chamber; second, a force to alter- 
nately shut 
and open the posterior 


(exit) valve; third, a force to alternate- 
ly shut and open the anterior valve. 
Thnse valves must be operated in prop- 
er sequence to the expansion and con- 
traction of the chamber. The valves 
may be operated 
either by separate 


mechanism or by the automatic action 
of a current passing through the cham- 
ber. 


It is to this latter point that atten- 


tion is called in the case of the fish. 
Here we find a chamber (the oral cav- 
ity) and two openings, the mouth (an- 
terior opening) and 
the double gill 


opening 
(posterior opening). Muscu- 


lar force is applied to expand and con- 
tract the oral cavity. But no such di 
reel application of muscular force is 
needed to open and close the anterior 
and posterior openings. This is done 
automatically by the branchiostegal 
valves in the gill opening (or poster- 
ior opening), and by the maxillary 
and mandibular breathing valves fn 
the mouth opening (or anterior open- 
ing). 


The fish is thus not required to use 


separate muscles to close and open the 
papnages, but the loss of energy due 
to friction and retarded momentum 011 
the valves must be added to that re- 
quired to expand and contract the oral 
cavity. It is simply a mechanical econ- 
omy such as is found in the heart.

The last jewels to be imitated with 


wonderful success are rubies, and they 
happen to be a fashionable stone just 
now. 
The 
manufactory which 
has 


these imitation rubies on the market 
is situated in London, and it 'has al- 
ready been said there that tie price of 
real rubies will certainly fall in con- 
sequence of the discovery of these won- 
derful imitations. The profits of the 
company making the rubies ire said to 
be $185,000 a year. 


Artificial rubies weighing 40 carats 


can be produced, but are not, as there 
would be no sale for stonns of that 
size. An authority has said that there 
is no way known to him by which 
thef-e stones can be told from the genu- 
ine ones.

ly outside of myself; now I have found 
myself within me again,' was his de- 
scription of these attacks. 


"Byt two days before his death he 


was able to sit in his accustomed place 
at dinner and drank the foaming wine 
in which he delighted. 
His intellect 


was as bright as ever. 


"So he was taken. 
After ten months 


of this awful agony death was a gen- 
tle deliverer and v,e had succeeded in 
our object of arresting the disease un- 
til the decay of the vital forces brought 
about the end."
